I have had a hidden agenda against the 110KHz 1st IF filter in the Nor'Easters. 
It took a while but I finally received two 10G7.0AJ 7KHz custom filters used in 
the Cobra 29 LTD HD LE CB Radio http://www.sunny.co.kr/en/products/ 

pro03.htm ....Selectivity . .6 dB @ 7 KHz, 60 dB @ 10KHz 


I found a number of 10.695MHz monolithic crystal filter manufactures but had 
difficulty finding a local supplier. Steve Witte KB9FB of qScommunications told 
me to try Cobra Electronics. Unfortunity they no longer have any in stock now. 
So either find an old Uniden Model AR-44 CB, Cobra 29LTD CB or try Uniden's parts 
dept. 


I previously installed a Digi-Key Part Number X704-ND ECS-10.7-15B FILTER MONO 
CRYST 25KHZ 4P 2PC ECS Inc. Monolythic Crystal 3 Pin SIP Bulk 10.7MHz Center 2.5dB 
3K 1dB $6.66 on a socket (on the table top version) so I can switch back to the 
110KHz filter. I copied RFPI http://www.rfpi.org/ Q5 on 7.445MHz 5-9+20 through a 
station on 7.465MHz that was 5-9+40 with the 4 pole 25KHz xtal filter this evening 
w/ the filter and could not copy at all w/o it even changing the attenuation of 
the input to the rx. The new filter seems to help a lot. I don't think the 4 
pole makes all that much difference over a two pole though. 


I will have to play around with the new Cobra 10G7.0AJ 7KHz custom filters. See 
references below.

be done as we have worked before...both east coast and west coast. All you 
need to do for me is fix the polar cap absorption issues at high latitudes and

75 ohm twin lead in my junkbox. I think it is #14 close spaced ina 
solid (brown) plastic dielectric. The johnson matchbox is one tuner 
that can handle low Z balanced feeder. Another tuner (I know 
of)..that can handle low Z (and hi Z) is the Omega Tuner (qrp 
quarterly). I think there was a 250 watt and 1 kw version of this 
feedline. Im not sure what advantage this feeder would 
have..except..it might be less visible than 450 ohm..less wind 
resistance. I was actually thinking of using a couple of lengths of 
this at the ends of a double bazooka coax dipole. Would be strong and 
help in the broadbanding.

Tim, if I recall correctly, the NorCal Doublet is made of and fed with 


computer flat ribbon cable. This is a fairly standard item with controlled 
manufacturing as to wire size, insulation properties, wire spacing, etc.

Only one more batch of HC908 Daughtercards remains to be shipped, and that 
will happen next weekend when I again return from biz travel on the west 
coast. All initial daughtercard orders will then have been fulfilled. 
Thanks again for everyone's patience with this project. 


Now that homebrewers are starting to receive the daughtercards, I've 
prepared an extensive "HC908 Daughtercard Resource Page" on the NJQRP 
website containing all sorts of real useful information about this project. 
The major sections include: 


- Project Notes - describes daughtercard and software behavior 

- Tools - describes free editor, terminal and 'C' compiler programs 

- Software - describes the HCmon, Exerciser, VFO, Commander, Blink, Keyer, 
and Template 

- Documentation - the manual, schematic, test fixture and pcb trace diagram 
- Application Notes - file organization, memory map, debugging software, 
terminal setup, etc. 

- Technical Support - how to get help in solving problems 


The Resource page (http://www.njqrp.org/hc908/resource.html) should be an 
invaluable bookmark for those using the HC908 Daughtercard, either in 
developing their own applications or in just using any of the canned 
programs provided for download. 


One fellow asked an intriguing question and I thought that I'd share my 
response. He asked: "So what's the big deal with this HC908 project? I can 
do all the same things with a PIC, and for less than the $35 you guys charge 
for the HC908 Daughtercard." 


My reply: "Well, that's true only to a limited extent. A PIC microcontroller 
can do most of the same functions performed by the HC908 daughtercard, but 
it's quite lacking in a number of important dimensions ... 


1) The HC908 has a great deal more I/O ports than a standard PIC, allowing 
it to interface more easily to the real hardware world we have in our QRP 
and ham radio projects. 


2) The HC908 is a ‘complex instruction set controller ('CISC'), and is 
vastly more straightforward and easier to program compared to the ‘reduced 
instruction set controller' PIC. For example, one doesn't have to go through 
gyrations to keep track of stack, RAM and program memory space boundaries on 
the HC908, and there are many more and powerful instructions available for 
use, aS compared to the PIC. 


3) The bare PIC processors are indeed cheaper than the HC908 Daughtercard, 
but by the time you add the same capabilities to a board containing the PIC, 
including voltage regulation, crystal, reset circuitry, an RS-232 serial 
port, and a good set of connectors for interfacing the controller to the 
real word, it all starts adding up to be more than just the price of the 
PIC. And how valuable is your time in wiring all this up? It would likely 
take you 2-4 hours to get all that wired neatly in place on a homebrew perf 
board, whereas the HC908 comes fully assembled and tested on a professional 
grade pc board with connectors allowing it to be plugged into standard 
pinheaders on your favorite project board. 


4) Modular software is individually available for the PIC microcontroller, 
but you need to collect it all yourself, and pasting it all together 
sometimes requires some complex software programming skills (or at least 


keeping track of lots of programming detail). On the other hand, the fully 
integrated software suite we developed for the HC908 Daughtercard allows any 
of our specialized QRP-project based modules to be selected and used from a 
"working library" point of view. Library routines include drivers for a DDS 
chip, LCD, shaft encoder, paddle inputs, tone output, EEPROM 
read/write/erasure, A/D input and D/A output, reflectometer input and 
computations, and built-in capability for bootstrap loading and self 
programming using only an RS-232 serial port from your PC. Truly, the HC908 
Daughtercard is a self-contained computing module that is already being used 
in multiple projects around shack, include the much anticipated Antenna 
Analyzer II Kit (coming from the NJQRP this summer. ) 


Now admittedly, being the designer/developer of the HC908-based projects, 
I'm biased in comparing these two controllers. But I've developed lots of 
projects using the PIC and I can tell you from this experience that the 
HC908 is a comparative joy to use. I've been developing microcontroller 
projects for years and years, since way back in the days of the 8080 and the 
KIM, and I've designed this HC908 Daughtercard to have all the capabilities 
I always wanted along the way - low cost, power, flexibility, modularity, 
reusability, great (free) development tools and self-contained 
programmability. 


Sorry for the long-winded note, but sometimes insight and reasoning from the 
designer of such a project is useful in helping others to understand it 
all..

Speaking of balance line antennas, I once used a dipole that was fed with 
balanced feedline that I made simply by making insulators made of good 
old electricians tape ! The stuff looked like window line when it was 


finished, and the dipole was just an extension of the 2 wires with no 
splices at the feedpoint. I had a 60 foot roll of 18 gauge speaker wire 
and just used half for the dipole and the other half for the feedline. I 
used about 1/2" spacing for the feedline and don't know the impedance, 
but I do know that it worked ! Was able to tune 10 thru 40 meters with 
it too !

Hi there, 


A while ago I asked for tips on how to cut a branch at 50 feet ina 
tree. I got many excellent responses and yesterday was the day for 
another attempt. Previous attempts failed because I just couldn't get 
a rope over that branch. But yesterday I finally succeeded. 


See, I was waiting for a windy day, with the wind coming from the right 
direction. I guess most would want a wind free day for such a project, 
but I needed the help of mother nature here. 


The branch that needed to be cut was straight under the branch that 
supports the rope for the antenna. Many attempts failed to get a line 
over that branch using the antenna support rope as a messenger line. I 
even tried the tube technique, but the tube seemed to get stuck in 

the wrong places. Tried shooting as line over it, but that failed, too. 


This time I used 304 fishing line with a large weight and used the 

good ol' handy man's tool, duct tape. I taped the line to the messenger 
line in a way that would easily release the line when I pulled at it but 
would not get tangled with the messenger line. When I had the drop line 
in position at the top of the tree I simply waited for the right moment 
to drop the line. I waited until the wind would push the branches back, 
and when the wind dropped the smaller branch below the larger top branch 
would swing back into its original position quicker than the much larger 
top branch. That was the moment to jerk the line and the drop line fell 
right behind the small branch. The hard part was over. 


I know the neighbors think I'm nuts since I've been studying the motion 
of the branches for some time before devising a plan of attack. :) 


After dropping the fishing line all the way down I attached masonry 

line to it and pulled that over the branch. Next I attached one loop of 
a PVC pipe saw (steel wire with a plastic covered loop on each end) to 
the 

line and another masonry line on the other loop. Pulled the saw over the 
branch and cut the branch by pulling on the ropes. Yelled very loudly 


"timber" when the lil' branch came down to make sure that all doubts 
about me being nuts was removed from my neighbor's minds. 


The ladder line has now a free run to the center of the 110 ft inverted 
V 

and is not leaning against the branch anymore as the lil’ branch is no 
more. 


Thank you all who provided me with great suggestions, info and tricks 
on how to cut a branch at 50 feet!

One of my favorite QRPTTF events was the year that Paul Harden, NA5N, came 
up with the "Run to the Border" theme. The idea was that you would go to a 
border, i.e. state line, U.S. - Canada border or U.S. - Mexico Border. You 
would give out the states that you were operating from as multipliers. It 
would give guys a chance to pick up a lot of new states for QRP WAS. Cam 
Hartford showed some real ingenuity by operating from a Taco Bell parking 
lot, a true "Run to the Border". Paul came up with this idea of our going 
to El Paso and operating from the Texas - New Mexico and Mexico border. He 
said there was a park and a monument at the exact spot where they joined. I 
was game and agreed to meet him at El Paso. Tim Pettibone graciously 
offered to let us stay at his home and we would drive down about 60 miles or 
so and operate the next day. Bob and Bertie Hightower also decided to join 
us. They drove their motor home down and parked in a church parking lot 
near Tim's house. 


When Paul announced the theme on qrp-l, it really raised a ruckus. Some 
guys questioned whether it was legal to give out two state when you were on 
the border. It brought up all kinds of arguements. The ARRL even got 
involved and said that for WAS you had to pick one state or the other, but 
could not count two states on the same contact. Huh?? Paul handled it 
well, he said, in true Paul fashion, do your own thing. Don't worry about 
it, have fun. Geeze, we just wanted to take our QRP rigs out to the field, 
make some contacts, and have a good time. No need to get the WAS police 
involved. 


Paul had scouted out the area, and a couple of guys in the El Paso area 
warned us that this was not a good area to be in. They said in fact, that 
they would not go there. They advised us to pick another spot. But hey, we 
wanted to give out 3 multipliers, and we figured what the heck. What could 
happen? So, that weekend I flew into El Paso on Friday night and was met 
at the airport by Paul. I could not believe how desolate that place is. I 
didn't see anything that was green. We loaded my gear into Paul's jeep and 
headed north to Las Cruces, where Tim lived. When we arrived, Bob and 
Bertie were already there and we excitedly made plans for the next morning. 


The day arrived. Finally. This was like Christmas in April. I jumped out 
of bed at Tim's call and went downstairs for a lovely breakfast prepared for 
us by Tim's wife. She kind of shook her head at our excitement, but smiled 
too. The breakfast was great. We finished, thanked her for her kind 


hospitality, and went outside to load our gear. We decided to take 2 
vehicles, Tim's and Bob and Bertie's Motorhome. During the drive down to 
the border, I noted that the landscape became more and more desolate the 
farther south we went. Finally, we turned off the interstate, and headed 
down a road towards the border. We passed an old brick factory, and finally 
turned a corner around a hill, and there it was. The "Park" consisted of a 
monolith marker about 20 feet tall, and a picnic table on the Mexican side. 
The trees that were available were cottonwoods, but they too were on the 
Mexican side. Paul had been warned by the Border Patrol that we were not to 
cross the border. The border was represented by a cable about a foot off 
the ground supported by several wooden posts. The Border Patrol said that 
if we crossed that line, there was nothing that they could do to help us and 
we would be on our own. 


We stopped and parked by the monument. No one was there but us. Eerily 
quiet. We quickly set up our antennas and stations, one outside of Bob's 
motor home and one on the back tailgate of Tim's truck. We even tied the 
end of the dipole to the monolith. No one could claim that we weren't 
exactly on the borders of the three entities. Soon, a Border Patrol truck 
came by. The officers asked what we were doing there. Paul and Bob 
explained it to them. They were not happy that we were there, and warned us 
to be out of there by 5 PM, as we did not want to be there after dark. They 
said that this was popular route for drug running, and that there were shots 
fired here every night!! They also pointed to a video camera mounted on top 
of a telephone pole. They said we were being monitored, but that they would 
be 30 minutes away at times, so we should be very careful and whatever we 
did, we were not to cross the border into Mexico. 


Once we got everything set up, I looked at Paul, he looked at me, and nodded 
his head. Yes, we did it. Both of us crossed the cable and bravely walked 
over to the picnic table about 25 yards away. We sat there in the shade, 
then decided nothing was going on, we had defied the authorities, so we 
might as well go back to our side. No big deal. We started the contest, 
lots of activity, good signals. Then another Border Patrol guy came by, and 
the pattern for the day was set. Every 30 minutes or so, another set of 
Border Patrol guys would come by. We had to explain what we were doing to 
every one of them. They all had the same reaction, a shake of their head 
and a big frown. The last thing that they all said was "Be out of here by 5 
PM". Finally about 1 o'clock it happened. 


Two border patrol guys on horses rode up. The unusual think was that they 
were the "Mexican Border Patrol". I don't know why, but I never thought 
about Mexico having a border patrol, just the U.S. But they have them. 
They rode up to where we were and asked what we were doing. They would not 
cross the cable, but since our station was set up about 10 feet from the 
cable, they had a good view. Now picture this. Paul and I know about a 
hundred words in Spanish between us. We are trying to explain what we are 
doing to the Policia. Very funny. I wish that I would have had a movie 


camera with sound of that one. The Marx Brothers would have had some real 
competition. The funniest thing was when we offered them something to 
drink. Paul didn't know whether they would like soda or beer, so he took 
two bottles of each over to them and offered it to them. The guy took all 
four bottles, smiled, and said "Muchas Gracias". They then tied their 
horses to a tree, sat down at the picnic table and stayed there for about an 
hour. During that time, we were operating. Twice cars pulled up and they 
guys inside looked at us. Both times the "Policia" waived them away. 
Hollering in Spanish that they were to leave (at least I think that is what 
they said). We were glad that we had given them the beer and soda. 


Finally, our friends finished their drinks, got back on their horses and 
rode off. Fifteen minutes later, a beat up Ford Bronco, about 10 years old 
pulled up in a cloud of dust. The car had a "Policia" sign on the doors, 
and there were two officers. They got out, and ask what we were doing. 

They seemed very friendly, and interested in what we were doing. When the 
other guys had left, Paul said that we should have gotten some pictures for 
QRPp. Now we had a second chance and this one was even better. We could 
get the "Policia" vehicle in the picture too. Paul asked if he could take 
their picture and they said sure. They motioned for me to come over and 
join them, on their side. Without thinking, I did. As soon as I did, they 
put me against the car hands on the roof and motioned for me to "assume the 
position". Oh my gosh. It suddenly hit me. I was in a foreign country and 
these guys were arresting me. I looked at Paul. There was a look of horror 
on his face as he realized what was happening. Then I saw him grin. Since 
I was "in the position" I could not see the faces of the two officers. They 
were playing a joke, and I was the victim!! Soon they both broke up 
laughing. They couldn't hold it any longer. Paul took the picture, and as 
soon as I could, I got back on the U.S. side and stayed there. We offered 
them drinks, and they too took all four bottles, two beers and two sodas. 

We visited with them and when I asked the guy if he had ever fired his 
pistola, he said mucho, mucho. Scared me. We started to talk, and decided 
that maybe we had given out enought NM, Texas, XE qso's. So, about 3:30 we 
packed everything up and headed for home. I have to admit that I breathed a 
huge sigh of relief when we got back to the interstate. Tim and Paul agreed 
that they felt much better being away from that location. 


What an adventure. 5 hams, two from Arizona, two from New Mexico and a 
crazy Californian had traveled half way across the United States to give out 
three multipliers for a QRP contest. Really rare ones too, Texas, New 
Mexico and Mexico, grin. But we had a blast, and I will never, ever forget 
our adventure. I will also, never ever go back to that location again! ! 
Hope to work you in this year's contest. Listen for KI6DS

Hi Tim and all, 


Way back in the thirties we used dime-store yellow twisted lamp cord 
(about 2 cents/foot) to feed our" "doublet" antennas. It consisted of 
two rubber-insulated and twisted conductors, about 16 gauge, as I 
recall. 


Worked fine up to 20M; didn't have a rig to work 15 or 10 meters until 
later, by which time I had graduated to "open wire line" and E01 cable. 
The later was a sort of heavy-duty lamp cord, weather-proofed, with 
improved dielectric qualities. It was rather. expensive, about 25 
cents/foot. That was back when the first minimum wage had not yet been 
implemented, and workers were lucky to make about 15 cents/hour. 


I recall making five-meter doublet antenna for my 5M transceiver (single 
type 19 tube) fed with the good old lamp cord. Seemed to work OK. 


No problem with VSWR, as we didn't know there was such a thing. Losses? 
Who knows, as we had no wattmeters. In fact, most of us didn't own a 
meter of any kind. We felt quite confident that we were not exceeding 
the legal power limit with our type 10 and 45 tubes. The favored tuning 
indicators were Christmas tree lamps. Neon bulbs were for the affluent.

When I was first licensed in 1950 there were no MFJ antenna tuners 
and the *Big Dealx was the pi network. It was then felt that the receiver 
didn't need a tuned antenna, and the transmitter could be adjusted with a pi 
or pie network. They were pretty good and could match from about 20 ohms to 
500 ohms loads. It is single ended and thus good for unbalanced loads like 
coax. 


Now we are all using either kits we built or store bought radios 
that have a transmitter DESIGNED to work with only a 50 ohm unbalanced load. 
If you just take your 450 ohm feed-line to your dipole and poke one end into 
the antenna jack and ground the other, you will hear signals pretty good but 
when you transmit you will see VERY little power going to the antenna. 


Enter the antenna tuner. The reason we need a tuner is because we 
don't have a pi network output on our transmitters. If you buy a modern 
Ham Radio it might have a built in automatic tuner. Or it might not. If your 
radio does not have a built in tuner then you must get one. 


Special Case: There are Hams that spend days raising and lowering 
their dipole, pruning a few inches at a time until it has a 1:1 SWR on the 
frequency he likes to operate. Often these guys are running 1500 watts. 


There are a lot of antenna tuners and so you need to decide what you 
want in a tuner. As an example pick my dipole fed in the center with 450 ohm 
windowed feed line. The radio is my Yaesu FT-817 which can make any power 
below 5 watts. 


I built a 15 watt maximum tuner from parts provided by Dan's small 
parts and added a small 1:1 balun and a switch to switch it in or out. The 
basic tuner is a T match with 2 floating above ground variable capacitors 
and a tapped toroids inductor. With the example system it loads fine on 80 
through 10 meters. 


Last Flagstaf£ Ham-fest I picked up a MFJ-969 300 watt tuner with a 


roller inductor and a cross needle power and SWR meter. I was amazed to find 
that this meter has a low range that shows 5 watts forward at about 
midscale! It has a built in dummy load and I ran the FT-817 into it and it 
measured 5 watts key down. It has a balanced and 2 unbalanced inputs switch 
selectable. It's very easy to use. 


The point to all this is to say, if you have a QRP or even QRO radio 
and you like multi-band antenna's then an antenna tuner is required period. 
When you buy your first radio, buy your first tuner.

Karl is correct if you are using a modern radio. I consider anything 
manufactured after about 1970 to be a modern radio, especially all solid 
state radios. 


The principle reason is that modern designs do not include pi-networks 
or variable couplrg output stages. The reason for this is they don't 
need them. They have inherently LOW output impedance's, TUBES" DON'T. 
In order to match a HI-IMPEDANCES tube to a LOW IMPEDANCE antenna is 
pi-net or other internal matching network. 


Transistor rigs, on the other hand have LOW impedance outputs already. 
The issue is more matching them to the antennas varying impedance over 
the ham bands. Thus the antenna tuner. 


/Karl is also right about buying your first tuner when you buy your 
first rig. On another note there is an advantage to a 300 watt tuner 


over a 15 watt one the LOSS is lower!
